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Urban Counties Representation 
Increased By Court Decision 


The United States Su- 
preme Court’s ‘‘reappor- 
tion-by-population’”’ decis- 
ion will increase the weight 
and power of urban areas, 


especially the three lar-' 


gest counties, and further 
reduce long-standing rural 
dominion over legislative 
affairs. 

There may also be fur- 
ther House reshuffling to 
give heavily populated 
areas heavier representa-~ 
tion, because the high court 
specified the state must 
construct districts in both 
houses of its Legislature as 
nearly of equal population 
as practicable. 

But the Senate will feel 
the impact most greatly, 
whether the Legislature it- 
self reapportions in con- 
formity with the Supreme 
Court formula or leaves the 
job to federal judges, The 
Senate is still apportioned 
by area or geography, not 
population. The Legis- 
lature in 1962, acting under 
the watchful eye of the fed- 
eral judiciary rearranged 
some senatorial districts,

tion the House by what is 
known as the ‘‘equal pro- 
portions’’ methods, which 
approaches but does not 
fully consummate a popu~ 
lation—basis reshuffling, 
The Supreme Court has 
made it clear that reap- 
portionment must be done 
by the 1966 legislative elec- 
tions, but left it up to a 
lower federal court panel of 
three judges to determine 
the working mechanics. 
Jefferson County would 
have seven Senate seats 
instead of one, Mobile 
would go from one to three 
seats, and Montgomery 
from one totwo, That would 
give the three counties 12 
Senate seats among them. 
Four other large counties 
would be entitled to a Sen- 
ate seat each, Madison, 
Tuscaloosa, Etowah and 
Calhoun, This would give 16 
of 35 seats to seven large 
counties, just two seats 
less than a majority. Only 
19 seats would be left to 
be distributed among the 
remaining 60 counties, 
Thirty have less than 
25,000 in population, nine 
less than 15,000. This 
makes it clear senatorial 
districts would have to be 
created with as many as 
four or five or perhaps six 
or seven counties, depend- 
ing on geographical loca~ 
tion. No senatorial district 
currently has more than 
three counties, and there 
are only five of these. 
There are 22 two-county 
districts, and eight one- 
county districts. Popula- 
tion disparity among the 
various districts is pro- 
nounced, Jefferson, the 
biggest is 20 times as lar- 
ge asthe smallest, Bibb and 
Perry. 
since the Supreme Court 
declared both houses must 
be reapportioned along 
population lines, some 
smaller counties are na- 
turally apprehensive, 
There is a good posstbil- 
ity that some of the coun- 
ties will be deprived of a 
full seat inthe lower house, 
There are 106 House 
seats, a constitutional re- 
quirement. If each repre~ 
sentative comes from a 
single district, it would 
obviously take away a full- 
time member from some 
counties and join some 
smaller counties with other 
counties or parts of coun- 
ties, If the House were dis- 
tricted as the Senate, it 
would take a district as 
nearly to 30,818 population 
to command a single re- 
presentative. Thirty-seven 


counties, more than half,. 


have less than 30,000 pop- 
ulation, 21,000, 20,000, and 
an even dozen are in the 
10,000 to 15,000 range. 

No county is going to 
willingly surrender a full 
House seat. Alabama’s 


Constitution specifies all 
counties are entitled to at 
least one representative, 
regardless of population, 


If a population for~’ 


mula is applied to House 
apportionment, Jefferson 
County would be entitled to 
still another three House 
members, boosting House 
seats from 17 to 20, 
Mobile would be increased 
from eight toten, and Mont- 
gomery would add another 
to give it a total of five, 
The three largest counties 
would occupy 35 of 106 
House seats, 

While the state’s lonp- 
time ‘‘ reapportionment 
problem’’ 
specific and spelled out 
form, the Supreme Court 
action Monday was a mon. 
umental step in the di- 
rection of a final settle- 
ment. 

Governor George Wal- 
lace says he has no plans 
for starting the machinery 
working to have the state 
reapportioned.

Lack Of Calcium 
Lowers Peanut 


Yields 


In test after test at 
Headland and other peanut 


research stations in the 
Southeast, it has heen 


shown that a lack of cal- 
cium in the pegging zone 


lowers peanut yields. 

Ordinarily, peanut 
plants can get enough cal- 
cium from the soil where 
a good liming program has 
been followed. However, in 
Coffee County thousands of 
acres of peanut land have 
never received any lime. 

Coffee County Agent, 
Tom Casaday, points out 
that even when lime is not 
used, a lot of our folks 
made 1,000-1,500 lbs, of 
peanuts per acre just about 
every year. But these same 
farmers could increase 
their yields by either lim- 
ing before planting or hy 
adding basic slag or gyp- 
sum as atop-dressing now. 
In fact, Casaday, recom- 
mends that even where lime 
was applied this year, it 
still could very well be a 
paying proposition to go in 
now and apply 500 lbs. 
of land plaster or basic 
slag per acre. Apply this 
material directly onto the 
peanuts in about a 12-inch 
band. Then when rains 
come, the material which 
is about 50% pure calcium 
will be washed directly into 
the pegging zone where the 
peanut pegs can absorb the 
calcium, 

Peanut roots can’t ab- 
sorb enough calcium to 
make a high yield of pea~ 
nuts. Plenty of available 
calcium must surround the 
small peanut pods in order 
for a good crop to be set. 
If your peanut land was soil 
tested this year and they 
did not recommend a top- 
dressing with basic slag or 
land plaster at blooming 
time, then this practice 
won’t be necessary. 

The cost of this ma- 
terial will be about $4.50 
per acre and where soil 
is badly deficient in cal- 
cium, several hundred 
pounds increase in yields 
can be expected, 

The county agent’s off- 
ice recommends that where 
there is a doubt about the 
availability of calcium in 
the pegging zone that 500 
Ibs. of basic slag or land 
plaster be applied now.

Murdered By Negro 


Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 

rd Morgan, of En- 
srprise, were brutally 
murdered Monday night at 


their home in the edge of- 


town on the old Ozark, En- 
terprise Road. Mr. Morgan 
was 67 years of age and 
an invalid for more than a 
year following a fall in 
which he received a broken 
hip and had been confined 
since. Mrs. Morgan was the 
former Estelle Bryant of 


Elba and was a member of @ 


a prominent pioneer Cof- 
fee County family. She has 
two sisters living in Elba, 
Mrs. Robert Folsom and 
Mrs. Price Ringo. Another 
sister, Mrs. Donald Ham- 
mond lives in Dothan, 

Mrs, Morgan worked in 
the Coffee County tax col- 
lector’s office for approx- 
imately eight years before 
she gave up her work after 
Mr. Morgan was injured. 
She served in the county 
board of voter registrars 
for several years, 

An escaped convict is 
suspected of killing the 
prominent Enterprise 
couple. Tuesday night law 
Officers shifted the man- 
hunt from the Ozark area 
to the Pine Level com- 
munity in South Mont- 
gomery County. Dogs used 
in Ozark were transferred 
to Pine Level with sixcars 
of State Troopers. Road- 
blocks were maintained on 
every road leading out of 
Ozark while helicopters 
from nearby Fort Rucker 
took to the air to scan the 
ground for possible leads 
on the escapee. 

The bodies of Mr. and 
Mrs. Morgan were discov- 
ered after police, at Ozark, 
reported a Negro jumped 
from the Morgan automo- 


bile and ran after police | 


made an effort to stop him 
for speeding. A blood spat- 
tered handprint was found 
in the car . Through the 
tag number, the car was 
identified as belonging to 
the Morgan family. When 
officers were unable to 
contact anyone at the Mor- 
gan home by telephone, they 
went to the home to investi- 
gate and found the stabbed 
and slashed bodies of the 
couple. Someone had cut 
through a rear screen to 
gain entry into the house, 
it is reported. There was 
evidence of a terrific 
struggle in the living room 
of the house where Mr. 
Morgan’s body was found. 

Being sought in connec- 
tion with the double murder 
is Ben Mathis, 43-year-old 
fugitive from the state con- 
vict camp at Enterprise, 
It is reported that Mathis 
was ‘in solitary confinement 
and during the early morn- 
ing hours of Sunday pried
